Also as the freight boats be- 
fore them had been doing, the 
Kettners would carry such p»s- 
sengefs as would put up with 
the accomodations. We weren't 
too choosy then. A good many 
people rode with them to Belle 
Glade or to South Bay, but 
blamed few any further, and 
I'll give you an idea as to why. 
|The grade for the highway to 
|Clewiston was being thrown 
up, and oh brother, was that 
some trip to make! In dry 
weather clouds of muck биз 
would coat you blacker than 
a Nassau native. After rains 
you'd surely get bogged down. 
Let me tell you what that trip 
| was like. It was а; about that 
time that I rode from Belle 
|Glade to Clewiston in the rear 
seat of an open Dodge sedan. It 
| was one of the first cars to have 
| low pressure tires. We'd bounce 
and jolt and skid until it was 
only by holding a death grip on 
the top bow overhead that I 
stayed inside that car at all. 
When the wheels would spin 
and threaten to bog down, the 
river would heave a mighty 
sigh and exclaim, “Gosh, if I 
didn't have baloon tires we'd 
| never have made it that time! 
That same year the hurricane 
washed most of the grade away, 
| so for the next few months tra- 
vel was a bit worse, if possible. 

In 1930 the Kettners quit 
hauling freight. The state's Rail- 
road Commission, with its re- 
gulations for mileage tax and 
cargo insurance, as well as com- 
petition, and the Great Depres- 
sion had caused them to curtail. 
They kept one Ford station wa- 
gon, a venerable vehicle en- 
cumbered with 310,000 miles 
and a $700 note. With this they 
|started hauling passengers. 
Those were the days of free

Tragedy Strikes 


Disaster struck a few years 
later. W^ile driving in the cdge 
of that famous Labor Day hur- 
ricane of September 2, 1 
which had destroyed the Over- 
seas Railroad, Ed's station wa-| 
gon ran off the road nine miles | 
west of LaBelle, and turned | 
over. A loose motor inside the 
car struck his head and killed 
him. It was many hours later 
when he was discovered. 
Undiscouraged, Mary contin- 
used with her buses and event- 
ually built up quite a fleet. It 
included three Ford sedans cut 
in two amidships and lengthen- 
ed to 210 inch wheel base. Ap- 
propriately, these were known 
as "stretch outs." She also rot 
a factory built $1500 Flexibl: 
Coach, air conditioned (some-| 
times) and with engine in the| 
rear, luggage rack on top the 
roof, and seats for twenty-five 
passengers.

Will Memorial 
Highway Opens 


In 1941, with the opening of 
the new highway from South 
Bay to Ft. Lauderdale, then 
known as State Road 25 and 
also as "Thomas E. Will Mem- 
orial Highway," Mary succeed- 
ed in getting the coveted franch- 
ise to run this route, although 
she never drove it. This and her 
other franchises, she leased to 
another husband-and-wife team, 
Carl and Verda Weaver from 
Lakeland, who took the name 
of Glades Motor Lines. In 1944 
Mary Kettner sold them her 
franchises and equipment and 
retired to her home in West 
Palm. Beach, where she still re- 
sides.

Rites In Alabama 


Edward Lemons Gilliland, 35, 
of Belle Glade, died Saturday 
while trying to rescue victims 
‘from the canal in an auto acci- 
dent, three miles east of Belle 
Glade on State Road 80. 

A native of Winston County,
